PROCLAMATION Probibitingthe Notility, and others 
to withdraw from ibi: Kingdom without Licence. 


SAUHARLES, by the grace of GOD , King of Great Britain, 
France, and Ireland, Defender of the Faith; To Our Lyon King 
at Arms, and his brethren Heraulds, Macers, Purſevants, Meſſen- 
rs Arms, our Sheriffs in that part, conjunctly and ſeveraliy 
7 vamp conſtiture, Greeting: Foraſmuch as the Lords of Our 
Piri Council, having taken to their conſideration, That upon the 
great Diſorders lately committed in ſome Weſtern & other Shires, 
y did write to them, Requiring them in Our Name, to take ſuch courſe therein, 
as might ſecure the peace in theſe places, With certification to them if they failzied 
therein, would imploy Our Authority for doing thereof: Which offer having 
received no ſatisfactory Anſwer, and they having declared, That they were not able 
to ſuppreſs thole Diſorders, nor free the Countrey thereof, We did Command and War- 
rand Our Privy Council, to arme ſuch of Our Militia, and ſuch others as ſhould of- 
fer to ſerve Vs for _— the ſaids Diſorders z and did authorize them to charge 
all Heretors and others, if need be, all betwixt ſixtie and ſixteen, to come and 
atrend Our Hoſt under the pain of Treaſon, according to the ancient Laws of this 
Our Kingdom: In obedience to Our Royal Commands, the faids Lords have 
thought fit to ſend a Committy of Our Council, to attend Our Forces ſo to be im- 
ployed : And therefore, left any perſon ſhould withdraw from thefaid Service, by 
going out of this Kingdom, We, with Advice of the ſaids Lords of Our Council, 
do hereby require and command all Noblcmen, Heretors, and Magiſtrates of Burghs 
Royal (except aQual Traffickers within Burghs ) to remain aud continue within this 
Kingdom, and not to depart forth thereof upon any pretext wharſomever, without 
(pecial Licence from Our Council, as they will be anlwerable at their higheſt petill. 
Our Willis herefore, and We charge you ſtraitly, and command, that incontinent 
theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat Croſs of Edinburgh, and other places 
needful, and thereat , in Our Name and Authority. by open Proclamation , make 
publication of the Premiſles, that none pretend ignorance : The which to do, We 
committ to you conjunQly and ſeverally, Our full power, by theſe Our Letters, de. 
livering them by you duely execute and indorſed again to the Bearer. 
Given under Our Signet at Edinburgh, the third day of Fanwary, 1678. and of Out 
Reign the 29. Year,
